RUSSIAN REDS 
ISSUE CALL FOR 
U S UPRISING 


London, April 14.— Lieut. Colonel 
Joseph Stehlin, 
formerly 
of 
the 
Lafayette escadrille, and now com­ 
mander of the flying forces of the 
Lettish army, declared today that 
he has knowledge that the Russian 
bolsheviks have issued a call for “a 
red rising in America.” 
According to Lieut. Colonel Steh­ 
lin a copy of the proclamation ha's 
been sent to W ashington for ob­ 
servation by United States govern­ 
ment officials. 
Lieut. Colonel Steh­ 
lin, whose home is at Sheephead Bay, 
N. Y., gave the following account of 
the affair: 
“Late in March, while on the Let­ 
tish front, I saw a message that had 
been taken from the false bottom of 
a trunk owned by a Russian couriaf. 
The courier was shot as soon as the 
contents of 
the 
message 
became 
known. 
The document was made up 
of three closely typewritten pages 
on linen paper and was addressed to 
‘The Bolshevik forces in America.' 
It declared that the tim e for prop­ 
aganda is now ended and that the 
moment has come to strike. The 
proclamation said that Bolshevism 
in Russia would be lost unless the 
Bolshevik movement got under way 
outside of Russia.” 
According to the American officer 
the small boarder states adjoining 
Russia are making peace with the 
soviet because they were forced by 
the allies. 
The allies, he added, re-, 
fused to lend money or give aid for 
a fight against the Bolshevists Rus­ 
sians. 
The money of the boarder 
states is so cheap that they can not 
buy war supplies and if they do not 
make peace they will be crushed by 
the Russian armies.

Mr. Wilson’s administration through his 
department of 
justice apparently has decided that Victor Berger of Milwaukee 
isn’t such a bad fellow after all. At least that is the impression 
gained reading accounts of an action in the federal court at 
Chicago when indefinite continuance was given Berger’s case. 
Indefinite continuance usually means that nothing further is done. 
Berger was convicted in January a year ago of obstructing 
the draft. The penalty was a term in a federal prison and Berger 
was to serve 20 years. But now the war is over, and America’s 
army, despite Berger and his fellow sympathizers with blood- 
mad Prussia, were victorious. Also, the Milwaukee congressing 
district elected Berger to congress as a “vindication.” 
Berger’s crime is as real and as punishable today as it was 
prior to the signing of the armistice. 
What he did was help 
Germany in its effort to defeat America. He was German in ac­ 
tion as well as in sentiment; in sympathy as well as in descent. 
He tried to thwart the law of this country and paralyze our mili­ 
tary arm during the greatest crisis this nation ever faced. That 
he "was unsuccessful matters nothing; had he been in uniform he 
would have been shot and 20 years seems little enough time for 
Mr. Berger to spend in jail.

ENGLAND OBJECTS TO 
FRANCE’S OCCUPATION 
FRANKFORT WITHOUT CONSENT OF ALLIES. 
OF 


The British reply to the French note on the occupation of 
Frankfort declares, according to an authorative statement, that 
the strength and success of the alliance depends on unanimity of 
action, and while there is a possibility of a continuance of inde­ 
pendent action the situation remains unsolved. Therefore, pend­ 
ing a clear understanding on this point, the British ambassador 
in Paris has been instructed not to attend any meetings or con­ 
ferences for arranging measures with regard to Germany, inas­ 
much as such conferences would be nugatory while one ally was 
acting independently. 
Great Britain’s reply reaffirms the determination to enforce 
the Versailles treaty in all respects, but in collaboration witTi the 
other Allies. It points out, however, that the present difficulty 
is concerned not only with the execution of the treaty, but with 
Germany’s request for permission to employ troops in the neutral 
zone. 
The government’s view, shared by the Allies, was that the 
request should be granted subject to guarantees for the restora­ 
tion of neutrality after the expiration of a time limit, and these 
guarantees the British Government was prepared to enforce. 
The French Government’s view, on the other hand, was that 
allied troops should occupy German towns as a condition of Ger-i 
man troops entering the neutral zone. The Allies, it is declared, 
were opposed to this policy, and the French then decided to act 
independently. The French note seeks to justify this independent 
action, while stating that France does not contemplate 
any 
future action without previous approval by the Allies.

Failure of the United States to ratify the peace treaty and 
join the League of Nations “has made us regarded abroad as $ 
race of quitters,” while “our professions of idealism and disin­ 
terestedness are marked down for shame and hypocrisy,” Ray-1 
mond B. Fosdick, who recently resigned as under secretary gen­ 
eral of the League of Nations, declared on Sunday. Mr. Fosdick,! 
who arrived on the steamship Baltic, has passed the last month 
in London and Paris finishing up his work in connection with the 
organization of the league. 
“Our isolation is complete and we face the rest of the world 
all in alliance,” he asserted.

Great Britain’s reply reaffirms the determination to enforce 
the Versailles treaty in all respects, but in collaboration with the 
other Allies. It points out, however, that the present difficulty 
is concerned not only with the execution of the treaty, but with 
Germany’s request for permission to employ troops in the neutral 
zone. 
The government’s view, shared by the Allies, was that the 
request should be granted subject to guarantees for the restora­ 
tion of neutrality after the expiration of a time limit, and these 
guarantees the British Government was prepared to enforce.
